The coin is shipped in bags to New 
York, where it is carried to its des- 
tination on tho regular line steam- 
ers. The report given by the mint 
as to the amount of precious metal 
used is never questioned by the 
foreigners.

Will Consolidate Postoniccs. 


The work of consolidation 
of 


small outlying postoffices with a 
large adjacent one, making a single 
postal district with modern facili- 
ties, will be pushed vigorously by 
the postal authorities in all sections 
of tho country. The opposition to 
the scheme comes, it is said, from 
residents who have wrong ideas of 
the objects of tho department, or 
from postoffico employes whose po- 
sitions are thereby affected. The 
results of the consolidation policy 
so far carried out have been most 
gratifying to the Washington au- 
thorities, and First Assistant Post- 
master General Heal h has determ- 
ined that consolidation shall be ef- 
fected wherever possible and feasi- 
ble. 
Consolidation abolishes the 


individual small postoffices, with 
their usually crude service, and 
substitutes sub-stations for theTn; 
reduces the postmasters to sub- 
agents with accompanying saving 
of salaries and complicated auditing 
work and instead of the many post- 
offices substitutes the large office 
with branches, all liaving free' de- 
livery and other advantages accru- 
ing to a postoffice from such privi- 
leges. The postal officials are con- 
fident that the extension of the 
movement will result in a big sav- 


in expenditures, while furnish- 
immensoly superior facilities.
